There, also, you can see the ships 
of the world go by. The flags of all nations 
float over Tybee Roads, as the great stream of 
commerce flows in and out of Savannah har- 


bor. 

The stout British steamer, built on the 
Clyde, goes stately by in majestic 
contrast with the queer Norwegian crait 


that sails under the old rigging of the last cen- 
tury. 

But the most entrancing sight, and one you 
never tire of, is the great and wide sea, limit- 
less and forever in motion, rolling lazily, 
throwing up wild waves that lap the shore 
earessingly, or else surging angrily to and fro, 
furrowing itself with deep, ugly troughs and 
pluming itself with whitecaps. 

And then the tide that comes rolling in with 
all manner of shells and creeping things» 
throwing up out of its old curiosity shop more 
strange creatures than they tell of in the 
books. 

In strange contrast with the sea and its 
curiosities are the white sand hills, the tropical 
verdure of the island, and its stately palmet- 
toes, all its wealth of color 
and masses of foliage. Al! 
manner of tropical plants, palms and ferns and 
the tall, rank grass with its nodding plumes 
and long ribbon blades, crowd along the way, 
engaging the eye of the up-countryman and 
stimulating his fancy until it makes a tropical 
paradise out of this wave-washed island. He 
forgets himself in the new surroundings, loses 
his bearings and imagines he is on some foreign 
shore, away off from business and across the

Many interruptions has recently been com- 
Pleted to its own depot in Savannah at a cost 
ofabout half a million dollars.

It commands a good view of the channel and 
was evidently constructed with that special 
purpose. 

A light-house was built in 1733, and in later 
times the Unitec States government erected a 
more pretentious one, which overlooks the 
channel and sends its calcium light many 
miles over the sea. 

Since Capiain Purse took possession of the 
island in 1885 notable improvements have been 
made. Artesian wells have been sunk at con- 
siderable expense. At 240 feet below the surface 
a two-inch pipe opened a vein of sufficient 
pressure to carry the water fifteen feet above 
the surface. Three of these wells furnish an 
abundant supply of pure water, which has 
been thoroughly tested by chemical analysis. 

The beach, which has been pronounced far 
superior to that of Cape May, extends a dis- 
tance of five miles from the steamer’s land- 
ing at the north portion tothe south end and 


is as smooth as a marble fioor. It

commands a complete view of Tybee roads 
and the ocean throughout the entire length, af- 
fording a drive which can scarcely be sur- 
passed for exhilaration and enjoyment. 

The beach, however, is not the only attrac- 
tion of the island, which throughout its extent 
is a peculiarly picturesque character ; that por- 
tion bordering the beautiful clear creeks, 
which flow into the ocean at the south end of 
Tybee inlet constitutes a beautiful forest, 
which is the home of the feathered songsters 
of the south, the nimble rabbit and the frisky 
squirrel] ; wild beasts and reptiles are banished

from its shady seclusion, and the narrow 
walks known as bridle paths, favorite prom- 
enades with the ardent and sentimental, not 
unfrequently become the path to a bridal. 
This woodland, destined to be one of the most 
desirable portions of the island, is already 
mapped out into building lots, and dotted with 
cottages. 

Residents on the south 
have the choice of surf or still-water bathing, 
as the ocean and the creek are equally accessi-

ble. The creeks in and about the island, which 
are so convenient, may properly be termed the 
angler’s delight, as they literally teem with 
fish, from the fine bass to the tender, delicious 
perch. The fishing immediately about- Tybee 
is superb, andin season numerous hauls are 
made by seine, by those who derive their live- 
lihood from the treasures of the deep, while 
the zealous disciple of Waltonis equally as 
fortunate with rodand tackle. Oysters are 
also abundant, are of a peculiarly ‘delicious 
flavor, and popularin the market; crabs and 
shrimps are plentifulin seasen, and indeed 
those whoseek pleasure and recreation in 
piscatorial pursuits'can find enjoyment ad 
libitum. 

The spacious grounds of Twickenham, Bru- 
ton Hill, Deptford, Causton’s Bluff and 
Mackey Point plantations 
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of Deptford traversed by the road, which af- 
fords lovely spots for picnics and other gather- 
ings. : 

The numerous, magnificent, stalwart oaks 
with their mammoth limbs, beautifully and 
gracefully draped with the soft moss, consti- 
tute a grove of surpassing loveliness equaling 
in grandeur the far-famed avenues of Bona- 
venture. 

Causton’s Bluff is probably the most con- 
spicuous and interesting point on the line, and 
few prettier or more romantic spots can be 
found anywhere. The grove at this bluff is 
undoubtedly the grandest and loveliest to be 
found anywhere in this immediate section. 

To Mr. Daniel J. Purse more than any one 
else is due the credit for connecting Tybee 
island with the Georgia main-land. He com. 
menced by purchasing a large part of the 
island in 1885. Then he drained it and built a 
horse-car road from the wharf to the southern 
part of the island. This did not satisfy him. Then 
he developed the plan to build a railroad ‘from ; 
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‘*DEPTFORD’—ON THE TYBEE ROAD. 


Savannah totheisland. Experienced railroad 
men said it could not be done. Mr. Purse wa, 
equal to the occasion, he made a joint stock 
company, employed John Postell, an ex- 
perienced civil engineer, and commenced the 
work. We havenot the space to go into dif- 
ficulties they encountered, but the road was 
constructed in 1887 and finely equipped. Last 
year a magnificent  sea-side hotel 
was constructed by another company, 
and today there are five hotels on the island, 
and two magnificent club-houses ready for the 
entertainment of all who will go. -It is worth 
a trip to Savannah to ride over the Savannah 
and Tybee railroad. The road leaves the east- 
ern boundary of the city, and passes to the left 
of Bonaventure. 

The people of the interior of Georgia are not 
as well acquainted with Tybee island as they 
ought to be. There is no better place to spend 
a week—and the men who have spent their 
money in the liberal improvement of this 
part of the state deserve to be encour- 


aged. Don’t fail to take it in this 
summer, and our word for it, you will be 
pleased. 


If you get tired of sea-bathing, and eating 
crabs, shrimps, clams, fish and oysters at the 
hotel, you will not fail to meet pleasant com. 
panions at the club-house from Savannah, and 
if you want to fish, you have Tybee inlet, that 
runs back into the island from the ocean, and 
is filled with fish of the finest kind.

The town has’ one feature about it that I 
have never heard connected with any similar 
enterprise. The managers propose to establish 
manufactories there foreverything, from acuff- 
button to a steam ‘engine. They propose to run 
chiefly on small articles to start with, such 
as’ pins, needles, buttons, thimbles and every- 
thing of this character. Large factories will 
be erected and departments rented to those 
who desire to manufacture these small arti- 
cles. Power can be furnished them at a min- 
imum cost and larger dividends can be de- 
clared. Iam favorably impressed with the 
place and it occurs to me that it is an ideal 
spot for just the city that the management 
propose to build.” ee

THEY WILL NOT STRIKE 


THE ORDER OF RAILWAY CONDUC- 
TORS MISREPRESENTED. 


Interesting Talk With Mr. J. H. Latimer 
About the Work of the Order— 
Will Meet Here in 1892. 


Some sensational correspondents have done 
great injustice to the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors. 

At their recent meeting in Rochester, N. Y., 
the non-striking clause was struck out of their 
by-laws, and this gave rise to the wide-spread 
report that the Order of Railway Conductors 
had become a striking organization. 

Mr. J. H. Latimer, of Atlanta, chairman of 
the insurance department of the order, ex- 
plained the matter as follows: 
through and certain fundamental changes in 
our laws were made. don’t think these 
changés amount toa great deal one way or 
the other. z 

‘‘The principal change was madein removing 
from the ritual the non-striking clause. We 


from engaging inarailway strike, and the 
figure'that. cuts in the matter is simply that it 
leaves every men free to exercise his’ own 
judgment in all masters ~ pretaining 
to business. We have a non- 
striking organization. There has never 
been any legislation which tended in that 
direction. The action taken at Rochester 
simply leaves everyone free*to exercise his 
own judgment. Idon’t think we have any 
members of the order who would countenance 
such a thing as joining in a strike. There 
was a minority opposed to the removal of the 
clause. Grand Secretary Daniels says in a 
communication to the Rochester Morning 
Herald: 

The statement openly made, and sent broad- 
cast Over the United States, that the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors has become a striking organiza- 
tion is absolutely false. They have merely’ taken 
from their laws, a clause, by which members 
were obligated not to engage in _y strike of rail- 
way employes. They have put nothing in place of 
it and will not do so, the intent being to maintain 
a position that will leave each andevery individual 
member free to do exactly as he chooses, and to 
exercise his inalienable rights as an American 
citizen. 

Mr. Latimer gave some interesting informa- 
tion about the order. 

‘We are growing rapidly,’’ said he, “and I 
think our membership of 15,000 will be in- 
creased to 20,000 by the first of next year. 

“Our insurance department isa grand feat- 
ure of the order. We inusare a member for 
$2,500 against death or total disability. By to- 
tal disability we mean the loss of a hand, or 
an eye, or a general breaking down. 
During the past year we paid to widows and 
orphans $157,500. The insurance costs on an 
average $3 a month. 

“We have been organized for about twenty 
years. In1876 we met in Atlanta, and the 
grand division has not met here since Three 
years ago it met at New Orleans. The mom- 
bers would be glad to come south, and a strong 
seffort will be made to bring them here in 1892. 
Without doubt we will succeed. 
Next yearthe grand division meets at St. 
Louis. .The meeting would bring at least 
1,500 people to Atlanta. 

“The Grand Chief Conductor, elected at the 
Rochester convention, is Mr. Clark, of Ogden, 
Utah. He will have to move 30 the headquar- 
ters at Cedar Rapids, Iowa. His entire time 
will be taken up, but he has a salary of $5,000. 
The official organ of the order is ‘“The Con- 
ductor,’’ which is ably edited, and besides 
matter pertaining to the order, ithas a great 
deal of general matter and many good stories. 

“In the Atlanta division of the order there 
are about 110 members. We received five new 
ones last Sunday. The chiefconductoris Mr, 
R. A. Broyles, of the East Tennessee road; 
the assistant chiefis Mr.C. N. Bell, of the 
Georgia Pacific, and the secretary is Mr. Ed 
Fairbanks, of the Western and Atlantic.

TUE COMMISSION POSTPONES CON- 
SIDERATION OF PERCENTAGES. 
A General Micunderstending of the Purposes 
for Which Arguments Were to Be 
Heard—A Troublesome Question, 


A hard knot—this question of percentages. 

That it’sa many-sided matter was clearly 
brought out yesterday, for no two railroad re- 
present: itives had exactly the same conception 
of wiiat was to be considered; the com- 
missioners were at variance amongst them- 
selves, and the commission, as a body, were ex- 
pecting porno: on one line and the railroad 
people, as a body, had prepared argument on 
an entirely different line. 

It all ended, very naturally, in postponing 
the discussion. 

The matter is set for a hearing now on the 
B5th of July. 

Another reason for postponement was the 
unavoidable absence of Judge Erwin. Two of 
the railroads represented made very serious 
objection on this ground, claiming that the im- 
portance of the question demanded hearing be- 
fore a full board. 

HOW IT WAS UNDERSTOOD. 

Without exception, the railroads understood 
from the circularissued that the question to be 
discussed was a general taking off of percent- 
ages so that—as nearly as practicable—all roads 
in the state should charge the same amount for 
the same weight and the same class of freight 
and the saime distance. 

On one road, for example, a package must 
be hauicd forty miles for forty cents. On 
another road the same package must be 
hauled eighty miles before the road ean make 
forty cents. One road makes as much off a 
forty-mile haul as another does from an eighty- 
mile haul. 

This discrimination, it was understood, was 
to be removed, if practicable, by a horizontal 
reduction to the standard tariff. 

Percentages or no percentages—that was the 
question the railroad men came to argue. 

WHAT THE COMMISSION EXPECT. 

As stated before, only Colonel Trammell 
and Colonel! Robertson were present. 

Both have fault to find with the present 
state of affairs concerning percentages, 

Colonel Trammell believes that reform is to 
be made in a certain line; Colonel Robertson 
in another line. 

They agree that the question asked of the 
railroad is embraced in this: 

Is any percentage a necessity for your road? 

If so, what percentage is necessary ? 

How is the percentage to be distributed ? 

CHAIRMAN TRAMMELL TALKS. 

“The railroad men were misled by one cir- 
cular’, said Colonel Trammell yesterday. 
“They were prepared to resist what they 
termed a ‘horizontal redué@tion’ of percentages. 
We explained that we wanted their views, 
looking simply to the equalizing of rates so 
that all shippers over the same line will pay 
the same rate for the same class of freights 

‘‘Asit stands now some roads, on divisions 
in South Georgia, charge a persentage as high 
as 50 per cent. on certain classes, while the 
‘same railroad, over divisions in North Geor- 
gia, hauls at the standard rate. The same 
line charges the shippers upon some portions 
of its line, for hauling the same package, a 
greater rate than it charges the shipper upon 


other portions. 
‘The idea then is to take off percentages 


entirely, or make them uniform on all parts of 
the same road. 

‘For example—take the main line of the 
‘Central, from Atlanta toSavannah. Between 
Atlanta and Macon the road hauls freight at 
the standard tariff. Between Macon and Sa- 
vannah considerable percentages are allowed. 
“The shipper living between Macon and Savan- 
nah pays more for the same haul than another 
shipper living between Macon and Atlanta. 
‘That isn’t right. People in sparsely settled 
districts pay, more than in populous§districts, 
though its the same _ railroad. The 
operation of it makes the poor man 
poorer and the rich richer. My idea 
is that the tariff should be uniform along the 
entire length of any railroad in the state. If 
the revenue of the Central, the net income, is 
reasonable and |just, and §not exorbitant, then 
take this as a basis and see what percentage, 
if applied along the entire length, would net 
the same income. Say, for illustration, that 
an average of 12 per cent. above the standard 
would do this. Then fix the percentage on 
the various classes of freight, and make it 
uniform over that line. 

“That allows them to put on a percentage 
between Atlanta and Macon, where no per- 
centage is allowed now. It decreases in the 
game proportion, the rate between Macon and 
Savannah. Itspreads out the percentage so 
that the burden on theshippers is borne equally 
along the whole length of the line. 

“The same principle should apply with 
other roads. Notall the roads can charge the 
Sane percentage, but along the entire length 
of any one road the rate should be uniform.’’ 

COLONEL ROBERTSON’S LINE. 

“Where the country is thickly settled,’’ 
said Colonel Robertson, ‘‘a railroad can afford 
to haul for less than where it is thinly settled. 
That accounts naturally for variation in the 
vercentage allowed different roads. 

‘‘But we are satisfied that the discrimination 
is an injustice in some cases. They should 
not be allowed except when necessary, and the 
commission is continually lowering percent- 
ages to the standard, just as soon as roads be- 
come able to bear the reduction. Our idea is 
tomakea general reduction of percentages, 
considering each road separately. The road is 
called upon to show why any percentage 
should be allowed it. Ifa percentage is neces- 
sary, how great a percentage? 

“Another point to be considered is this. A 
short-haul rate is larger than the long-haul 
rate, and as matters now stand, there is noth- 
ing considered but the number of miles. Take 
the Brunswick and Western. Fifty per cent 
is allowed on certain classes from 0 to 60 miles. 
‘It makes no difference on what part of the 
road a sixty-mile shipment is made—whether 
through a thickly settled,country or through 
a wilderness—the” rate is the saime. 
The percentage allowed railroads de- 
pends on the amountof freight tributary to 
their line.

Yet the prescribed 
tariffs make no distinction. 

“But my understanding is that the question 
is to be considered very broadly. Is a per- 
centage necessary—how much—how distrib- 
ute it?”

THE STOC K MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New York, May 27.—-The stock market was dull 
during the forenoon today, but later became very 
active, with a decidedly weak tone, and the result 
of the duy’s operations is to leave almost every- 
thing traded in lower than last evening. The 
holidays in London, and approaching holiday 
here, with tendency to realizations, has caused hes- 
itation in the markets, and operations for the 
most part are standing aside forthe moment, 
awaiting developments. This condition has al 
ways been the opportunity of the bears, and when 
dullness intervenes after a marked rise, a raid is 
the usual consequence. Industrial shares were 
not so prominent in trading today, especially after 
the first hour, but nevertheless sugar managed to 
roll up a respectabie total of transactions, and its 
movements were wide and important. The feat- 
ures of the forenoon were Oregon Transconti- 
nental, St. Paul, and afterwardjNew England, for 
which a good demand developed, while the rest 
of the list remained stagnant, with a firm under- 
tone. The strength in Oregon Transcontinental 
comes principally froin uncertainty as to what 15 
to be the future of the property, with a general 
impression that something very good is to come 
out in the near future.- Telegrams from Boston 
today put the book value of the stock at 60, which 
naturally influenced early buying. The failure of 
the general list to advance, notwithstanding the 
strength shown by the leading stocks, en- 
gendered realizations in the afternoon, and 
the bears immediately jumped in to take 
away the markets from would-be sellers, and 
the whole list suffered, although Vanderbilts 
showed at the time more marked strength, Lake 
Shore and Michigan Central showing advances of 
over 1 percenteach. At top points, sugar showed 
a gain of 154, Transcontinental 2, and New 
England 1 per cent, but Atchison became the 
special point of attack, yielding readily to pres- 
sure, and the rest of the list followed early gains 
in all active stocks, being entirely wiped out before 
the close, while in others material losses were 
scored. No change occurred and prices steadily 
declined, the market finally closing active aud 
weak atthe lowest points of the day.
